The Lowga Mississippi. — Dispatches from New 
Orleans of the 4tb, report several crevasses on the 
Lout iana shore, below Diamond island, with the 
tiver suit swelling, acd fears of more breaks near 
the city. 

The officers of the Baltic report the river at 
Vickaburg three inches higher tnan last year, and 
oik inch above the highest water ever known. The : 
ievee had broken at Warrenton, below Vicksburg, 
and at Col. W r hite's a few miles above the city. 1 
All the plantations are overflown in the vicinity 
ot the breaks. There are several breaks on the 
Mississippi side above Vicksburg. From Co- | 
mack’s all the way to Lake Washington, the 
greater portion o f the country is inundated, and 
the U v e broke for 24 miles above Grand Lake, I 
With no sie-n of dry land near the break. I 
Ihe river had fallen 5 inches, but had been above [ 
lost season's rise. 

All the couatry back of Laconia, Ark., and for 
several mdes above, is from one to six feet under j 
w* r .#r. Tbe main break is at Carson's, above | 
town. It occurred about 15 days ago. The water I 
is several ieet deep all over Carson’s fields. His I 
hegro bosses, 32 in number, were swept away, and 
re-erected m different places. There is uo spot 
of ground visible, except a little level mound in 
front of Mr. Carson’s dwelling, which is connected 
with the Louse by a scaffold bridge. Tbe darkies, 
cows, p:gs, puppies, and chickens were all hud- 
dled together on their “Ararat,” awaiting tbe 
enbsidtugoflhe flood. 

The plantations of Major Thompson, Flournoy, 
and H. B. Blackburn, ot Woodford, and William 
Warfield, of Lexington, formerly the old Legrand 
pace, and many others, are completely under wa- 
ter. f here are no efforts being made at any of tbe 
breaks to stop tbe overflow — the planters being 
fairly satisfied that Old River can’t be hemmed in 
bv mud knolls. Tbe river had not fallen at 
Memphis on Saturday. At Cairo, Sunday, in had 

f oot down about six' inches in tbe previous 24 
ours. Columbus and Kentucky City could still 
find navigation for skiffs in the larger portion of 
their streets and pathways.

case and acted as advocate for the claimuuts ; it 
having been snown in evidence, that the Cocntnis- 
sioner pronounced the first power of attorney of 
the claimants as insufficient, and informed them 
he would bo obliged to release the slave, if arres- 
ted under it, and that by his advice a new power 
of attorney was obtained. 

Benjamin Brewster for the claimant argued that 
it was pre-eminently the duty of the Commissioner 
to give this information before he issued the war- 
rant. 

The Commissioner overruled the motion. 

Tbe testimony for the defence was chiefly from ne- 
groes. It was attempted to prove that the, alleged 
slave arrived at Harrisburg in March or April 
1853. The claimant alleges that the slave escaped 
in July of the same year. One witness, an intel- 
ligent colored man, swore he met him in Balti- 
more as a freeman, in 1843, and in Philadelphia 
in 1349, and also met him at Harrisburg in June, 
1653. His testimoDV was straight forward and 
not shaken by a rigid cross-examination up to 10 
o’clock. There is a prospect ot a late sitting.
